PRESIDENT OBJECTS 


TO MONETARY SCHEME 


In Letter to Thomas Says 


Any Rigid Pattern Would 


Be Dangerous. 


WASHINGTON. UP). President 


Roosevelt said in a letter to Sen- 
ator Thomas (d., Okl.), made pub- 
lic Tuesday, that "it would be 
dangerous to adjust ourselves to 
any rigid pattern" in seeking to 
stabilize the value of the dollar. 


Mr. Roosevelt referred ta~ "the 


complexity of the rapidly shifting 
international scene at present" in 
raising objections to Thomas' pro- 
posal to create a sliding scale of 
values by altering the dollar's the- 
oretical gold content. 


Thomas made public the presi- 


dent's views at a senate hearing on 
his bill. 


Mr. Roosevelt wrote: "I am in 


complete 
sympathy 
with 
your 


objective with respect to the elim- 
ination of unnecessary 
fluctua- 


tions m the value of the dollar. 
The United States is still seeking 
the kind of dollar which a genera- 
tion hence will have the same 
purchasing power as the value we 
hope to attain in the near future.1 


"I am sure that you also agree 


with me that stabilization of the 
value of the dollar will be attained 
not merely by monetary means 
and devices—tho these are neces- 
sary—but 
much 
more 
by 
the 


achievement of b a l a n c e d and 
orderly recovery thruout the whole 
economy, and by its maintenance 
once achieved. 


"However, in view of the com- 


plexity of the rapidly shifting in- 
ternational scene at present it 
would be dangerous to adjust our- 
selves to any rigid pattern. 


"It is doubtful whether pro- 


cedure on the lines you suggest 
will be rewarded with that meas- 
ure of success which we could 
justly expect xvere the 
interna- 


tional situation to have undergone 
clarification. 


"For that reason I believe that 


to commit ourselves definitely at 
this time to a formalized course of 
action might well be premature 
and might thefeore even do more 
harm than good, both at home and 
abroad. 


"You 
may rest assured that we 


are watching all developments in 
the monetary sphere with a view 
to making any timely contribution 
we can. 


"The 
monetary understanding 


reached last September, first with 
England and 
France 
and then 


with a number of other countries, 
was rightly interpreted as being a 
great step forward in tho attain- 
ment of the external stabilization 
of the dollar as well as in the pro- 
motion of international co-opera- 
tion."

Gov. Cochran said he believed

levy for indigent insane applicable 
this year," the governor said, "but 
the attorney general ruled it won't 
go into effect this year.

County boards in the state had 


before them letters from the state 
board of control asking them not 
to make the 
levy. 
Lancaster 


county had already made the levy, 
based on estimates sent to the 
counties by the board of control. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Murphy said he 


advised 
the 
Lancaster 
county 
attorney that his board of com- 
missioners could f o l l o w two 
courses of action: Instruct the 
county treasurer to ignore the 
levy as void and illegal or meet 
and rescind the levy passed. 


State Auditor Price said approx- 
imately $3,000,000 was set up in 
the appropriations fund for main- 
tenance of state hospitals. 


Board of control members be- 
lieve they can meet expenses from 
this source until the boards make 
the indigent insane levy in 1938. 


Approximately 
$780,000 w a s 
counted upon by the board of con- 
trol from the county levy, how- 
ever, and this sum will not be 
available. 


The effect of the attorney gen- 
eral's opinion, said board of con- 
ti ol members, was to delay the 
law until next year. 


State Dean Cost in 1937. 


As to the state board of control 


caring for insane in state institu- 
tions with appropriation of ap- 
proximately 53,000,000 until the 
levy caji be made next year, it has 
been suggested that as this is a 
lump sum the board can use any 
part of it for support of insane for 
the present and reimburse 
the 


state appropriation funds when the 
tax is collected. 
There is a pos- 


sibility of running1 a deficit in this 
method. 


It has been proposed that as a 


levy this year is not permissible 
under the law the first levy will 
be made next year, possibly for 
more than 12 months but not a 
double levy such as a levy for 
1937 and a levy for 1938 all in one 
levy. 
It is likely that the first 


levy next year will be for seven 
months support in 1937 and five

Fifteen Thousand Notices as 


to Back Personal Taxes 


in $100,000 Total. 


Director Berg and City Treas- 


urer Miller Tuesday announced the 
opening of a concentrated drive 
to collect $100,000 of delinquent 
personal taxes, some of the latter 
dating back many years. 
The 


drive started with the mailing of 
3,500 delinquency notices and when 
completed, 15,000 such notices will 
have gone thru the mails. 


"In each 
instance," said 
Mr. 


Miller, 'we fix a date for the re- 
cipient to come in and make set- 
tlement.

If our notices are 
Ignored we naturally assume that 
the debtor is not interested in co- 
operation. In such cases we must 
bear down. We want those unable 
to pay in full to come in and 'tell 
us their circumstances so that a 
plan may be devised for them to 
pay 
without 
embarrasment 
to 


them."

a statement asserting- that the 
:otal appropriations to "cover ex- 
penses of the legislature" were 
9151.693 and that the first uni- 
cameral legislature which made 
ihese appropriations proved "be- 
yond a reasonable doubt that the 
:ost of legislation in Nebraska has 
ueen reduced by approximately 
30.8 percent. He compares the cost 
with the last two-house session, 
one of the most expensive sessions 
of the past. 


Auditor Price said he had pur- 


posely not included in his cost of 
:he legislature the $15,000 appro'- 
prited for the use of the legisla- 
:ive council which will meet in 
September and employ a director 
and an office force, and has also 
purposely omitted the $7,200 ap- 
proriation for paying the clerk of 
the legislature for two years full 
time employment, an official who 
formerly was employed only dur- 
ing the one biennial session of the 
legislature. 
He has included no 


estimate of expenses for an annual 
or 
special 
sessions during the 


biennium which 29 members of the 
43 are authorized by law to call 
and 'which they may possibly call. 


Price reports that the legisla- 


ture has already spent $101,445.38 
and has on hand out of $151,693.60 
appropriated a remaining balance 
of $50,248.22, being $37,500.13 for 
officers and members salaries and 
$12,748.09 for printing legislative 
journals. Bills for renovation of 
legislative 
chambers ' and , some 


others have not yet been filed. 
It is estimated by Price that 


the 192 .laws passed by the former 
legislature 
cost 
$1,055.17 
each, 


while the unicameral legislature 
passed -10 percent more laws at a 
cost of $660.37 each, or 37 per- 
cent less for each law passed. He 
feels that the legislative council 
will result in a reduced number 
of bills introduced and a further 
saving in expense.

President Roosevelt ha* been ad- 
vised that he can defeat the will 
of (the United States senate and 
appoint a member of the supreme 
court of the United States after 
congress adjourns for its present 
session and that the appointment 
will hold good until theend of the 
next session, which might be un- 
til the summer of 1938. 
Thus, 
without 
allowing 
the 
United States senate to express 
its advice and consent as requireQ 
by the constitution, the president 
Is being told a justice can serve 
on the supreme court for a whole 
term of the court, from October 
to June. 
The precise point at issue—when 
a vacancy must 
be 
filled—has 
never been passed upon by the su- 
preme court of the United States 
itself, and there are a smany good 
legal grounds for arguing that 
.Attorney General Cummings has 
rendered the wrong advice as to 
suggest that his opinion, ic con- 
clusive. 
The constitution's 
lan- 
guage is as follows: 


Tht prwldcot ihall h*vt power to fill 
nc*nclei that may bap pen during the 
rtCMs of tha •cnate, by granting comroU- 
tkmc which shall expire at the end of th«(r 
next session. 


The question is, "What does the 
word "happen" really mean ? 
It 
is insisted by the administration 
that the word may toe construed to 
mean all vacancies "that may hap- 
pen to exist" during the recess of 
the senate. 
This interpretation, 
however, 
arises only from a peculiar set of 
circumstances in a given 
case 
which in reality does not apply 
at all to the present situation. 
Hi 
1880. a vacancy occurred in the 
office of U. S. district attorney, 
and, * in those days, the circuit 
judges had power to fill the va- 
cancies. Henry Farrow was the 
incumbent. 
When his term ex- 
pired, a circuit judge appointed 
him to fill the vacancy. Then the 
president came along with another 
appointment, namely John Blgby, 
and the nomination was sent to 
the senate while that body was in 
session, but failed of action. 
A 
dispute arose aa to the power of 
the president to make a recess ap- 
pointment for Mr. Bigby. Clearly 
this is different from the circum- 
stances exicting today with re 
spect to Justice 
Van Devanter, 
who retired from the 
supreme 
court on June 2 during a session 
of the senate, and no nomination 
has been made by the president. 
Court Rejects Rea»onig. 


Yet, in the Farrow case, which 
was decided by Judge Woods for 
the circuit court, northern district 
of Georgia, constituting really the 
highest federal court ruling avail- 
able, the opinion of the court, in 
stead of supporting, really rejects 
the reasoning of those who insist 
that "happen" means in all cases 
"happens to exist" during a recess 
of the senate. 
Judge Woods quoted with ap- 
proval the opinion of 
William 
Wirt, attorney general under Pres- 
ident Monroe. Said Mr. Wirt:

Judge Woods pointed out that 
thia opinion was concurred in by 
Rog-er Taney when he was attor 
ney general under President Jack- 
son, the same man who was later 
chief justice. But Mr. Taney used 
tho idea of "happen to exist" to 
cover an entirely different set of 
circumstances than prevail today. 
He declared that the clause in the 
constitution was intended to pro- 
vide "for those vacancies which 
might arise from accident, and the 
contingencies to which human af- 
fairs must always be liable " Mr. 
Taney's point was that, if, 
by 
somemischance, a nomination was 
omitted by a president thru no de- 
liberate intention, then a vacancy 
might be said to happen to exist. 
Headded: 


If 
It falls out that from death, Inad- 
vertence or mistake, an

by law to ba filled, is In recess found to 
ba vacant, then a vacancj has happened 
during the recess and tho president maj 


This reasoning was tied closely 
to the notion that a nomination 
sent to the senate might fail of 
confirmation and that a,recess ap- 
pointment would then be in order 
This power is not questioned now, 
but the new issue is whether a 
president, fully cognizant of the 
existence of a vacancy, refuses to 
aend a nomination to the senate, 
makes a recess appointment and 
then refuses to withdraw the ap- 
pointment if it is not confirmed by 
the senate and keeps his appointee 
on the supreme court thru out a 
full term of the court. 


Incidentally, congress itself has 
by litv, indicated that it does not 
approve of persons taking office 
who arc not confirmed when there 
has been a chance for them to win 
confirmation. The revised statutes 
of the Uiuted States ever since 
1869 have provided:

The most important court deci- 
sion of recent years bearing on the 
point at issue was In Colorado in 
1925 when a clause in the atate 
constitution, virtually the same as 
that in the federal constitution, 
was construed 
by the supreme 
court of Colorado to mean that, 
once a vacancy occurs during a 
session of the upper house of the 
legislature, 
a nomination must 
then be made or else a recess ap- 
pointment is barred. 
There is another very important 
point involved in the present con- 
troversy. Virtually all the opinions 
of past attorneys general relate 
to recess appointments of officers 
who are not specifically mentioned 
in the constitution, such as su- 
preme court judges, ambassadors 
and ministers. Rarely does a for- 
eign ambassador go to his post ex- 
cept with 
senate 
confirmation. 
Even thb President Lincoln's at- 
torney general ruled that a recess 
appointment of a supreme court 
justice could be made, it so hap- 
pens that the appointee did not 
take his seat till he was confirmed 
by the senate.

Splits are the rage in Washing- 
ton 
these 
days. 
The 
banana 
variety 
has now been 
supple- 
mented by one which, it is insisted 
in certain labor circles, smell de- 
cidedly of banana oil. 
This one Is the reported C.I.O. 
leadership "split," and there seems 
to be some evidence that it isn't 
quite what it seems. 


Long- ago, those who were sup- 
posed to understand the strategy 
of the C.I.O. campaign and the 
difficulties that might arise, pre- 
dicted that Sidney Hillman, suave, 
diplomatic, soft spoken, was to be 
put out in front if gruff John 
Lewis proved too tough a propo- 
sition for public opinion to accept. 
When Mr. Hillman visited the 
white house last week no state- 
ment was issued, but the event 
provided basis for a report, which 
was not officially confirmed or 
denied at that time, that Mr. Hill- 
man would lead the C.T.O, column 
from now on. 
C.I.O. knows that the nearer 
John Lewis gets to the white 
house the more the anti-new deal- 
ers cheer. 
It is no secret that certain 
politically sensitive 
members of 
the labor department likewise are 
subject to the "too ir.-j«0i Lewis" 
affliction. 


There is a significant story be- 
hind at least one senate vote on 
the wage and hours bill. 
It reveals, between the lines, 
how some of th« not t^o vocal 
conservatives in the 
democratic 
party may remain within the new 
deal fold and still manage to bait 
their hooks for some of their con- 
servative supporters back home. 
The vote referred to was Sena- 
tor Bulktey's 
and it shows 
a 
formula which may be adopted for 
others who would like to run with 
the hares and hunt with the 
hounds. 
The Ohio senator, whose sup- 
porters are by no means confined 
to those who might be classified 
among the forgotten men and 
women, said "no" to the wages 
and hours proposition. Thereby, it 
is stated, he won back consider- 
able conservative support that he 
needs in next year's primaries. 
Senator Bulkley, it will be re- 
called, was one of the "stalwarts" 
who voted against recommiting 
the court bill. Of course, it didn't 
matter much, for the supreme 
court part 
of the measure 
was 
already cooked. But his act was 
taken as a friendly gesture toward 
the administration. 
His reward was permission to 
vote against the pro-labor meas- 
ure without fear of political re- 
taliation. While the senator can't 
expect much Jielp from Mr. Farley 
in his 1938 battle back home, at 
least there is now to be no sniping 
from the rear. 


Which 
means, 
according 
to 
those who ought to know, that 
Mr. Bulkley will not have to look 
for a better 'ole when the new 
deal barrage begins to pop over 
the conservative dugouts. 
Others in the party who are 
aa good tight rope walkers as the 
Ohloan may earn the same chance 
to stay on the reservation if they 
watch their steps. 


Friends of former French Am- 
bassador Georges Bonnet, who left 
Washington on a hurry call to be- 
come finance minister in 
the 
Chautemps cabinet, have just re- 
turned from Paris and report that 
the pale eyed, popular diplomat 
regrets he ever left the banks of 
the Potomac. 
The financial reforms he has 


been obliged to decree, to pull the 
French treasury out of the mtre, 
have got him in dutch with all 
his cabinet colleagues. It seems 
that all the department heads are 
in favor of cutting down appro- 
priations except when their own 
budgets are affected. 
Despite the roseate statements 


to the press, intimate friends ol 
the finance minister report him in 
a gloomy mood.

LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL 


PLANS RUST MEETING 


Chairman Thomas and Arm- 


strong Del Ye Into Kantat 


Council'• Work. 


Robert M. Armstrong, member 


of the unicameral legislative coun- 
cil, who accompanied Chairman 
Thomas of that body to Topeka to 
investigate workings of the Kan- 
sas two house legislative council, 
was at the capital Monday and 
called on Governor Cochran. Arm- 
strong said the visit was primarily 
to inquire into the research work 
which is the principal duty of the 
Kansas council, and to inquire into 
the type of director which the Ne- 
braska council is required to ap- 
point. 
The Nebraska council is to meet 
early in September at a date not 
fixed. It is authorized to recom- 
mend legislation for consideration 
by the next biennial session as well 
a* a director of research. He aaid 
the Kansas council consists of 25 
members chosen from two houses. 
It has a director and in all, five 
employes on its research work, but 
is not authorized to recommend 
legislation. 
"We found that the Kansas 
body gathers information on such 
subjects as are so much discussed 
in the state that they are very 
likely to come 'before the next leg- 
islature," said Armstrong. "It is 
my own opinion that the Nebraska 
council should hold down the crop 
of legislative subjects and avoid 
all freak or crank proposals, and 
not take up too many subjects for 
investigation." 
The Kansas council meets four 
times a year. The Nebraska coun- 
cil has an appropriation of $15,000 
to defray its expenses. It must re- 
port 30 days prior to the begin- 
ning of the biennial session. 
A subcommittee of the Ne- 
braska council, comprising Nor- 
ton, Von Seggern, Armstrong, and 
Miller, to serve with 
Chairman 
Thomas, is authorized to receive 
applications from those desiring to 
be director, and report findings to 
the council. The salary of the di- 
rector has not been fixed, but must 
be determined 
by the 
council 
which will also adopt a budget for 
expenses including clerical help. 
The council needs a subcommittee 
on budget, said Armstrong.

Russia and Japan must 
quarrel, 


the best time is when Japan 
is 


busy fighting China. 


The 
sympathies 
of 
America 


seem to be with the Chinese. If 
the Chinese can pay the price, it 
can command a considerable num- 
ber of American pilots for service 
in the war. Almost 200 pilots and 
mechanics are 
reported 
to 
be 


ready on the west coast to sign for 
service in China. The federal gov- 
ernment is threatening these per- 
sons with loss of citizenship but 
the fliers, 
doubting that 
Uncle 


Sam will carry out his threat, pay 
no attention. 


A movie operator utilized the 


sound equipment of his plant to 
air his grievances against the man- 
agement. He stopped the film, told 
the audience about his job, his pay 
and the conditions under which he 
worked, and then began a "sit- 
down" strike. He is carrying on his 
strike in the place where he said 
he had to put in too many hours 
at nig work, and where he said the 
heat was unbearable. "Sitdowna" 
under such conditions might be- 
come difficult after a few days. 


The DCS Moines Tribune says 


that it hopes "Pilot Levaneffsky 
makes good — not because we are 
BO concerned afcout Russia's pres- 
tige in. the air, but because Brother 
Levaneffsky 
is going to be a 


mighty unpopular fellow in the 
high places if he doesn't." There 
is always the possibility of failure 
In the case of pilots making long 
flights, and sometimes after such 
a failure popularity doesn't count 
with the man who failed.

DESTROYING MARKETS. 


A southern editor says that the 


Black-Connery 
bill, 
familiarly 


known as the hours and wages bill, 
designated In its text as the "fair 
labor standards act," is essentially 


measure restricting commerce. 


That 
southern editor is Peter 


Molyneux of Dallas. He sees in its 
working the complete destruction 
of our world markets and 
far 


reaching- 
restrictions 
on 
home 


commerce. Mostly he is concerned 
about the cotton markets, but he 
says what happens to cotton will 
happen to all agriculture. 


In the light of opposition to the 


act in the north, the arguments of 
opponents in the south are inter- 
esting. In the south, 'such legisla- 
tion is regarded as in invasion of 
state's rights and as discrimina- 
tion against the natural resources 
of the south. It is pointed out that 
living costs are less in the south 
than 
in 
the 
north. 
The 
ar- 


gument that labor draws more 
than twice as much in the north 
as it does in the deep south, thus 
discriminating against the north, 
overlooks this fact. The average 
manufacturing worker in the south 
produces only $1,155 worth of 
goods during a year, while the av- 
erage manufacturing 
worker in 


the north produces $4,497 worth 
of goods. 
In other words, the 


worker in the^ssouth is paid less 
and produces less, thus maintain- 
ing a fairly even balance with 
costs in the north. The cheaper 
labor of the south is less efficient 
than the higher paid labor of the 
north. It is said that whereas only 
33 cents of every dollar paid out 
for manufactures in the north goes 
to labor, in Georgia 37 cents is 
paid for labor. 


Southern 
opponents 
of 
the 


Black-Connery bill urge its far 
reaching restrictions on commerce 
as one of their most serious ab- 
jections. They hold that if the re- 
strictions apply to all domestic 
manufacture and commerce, fhey 
will be made to apply as well to 
export goods. 


The Dallas editor says that cer- 


tain congressmen 
and senators 


who voted for the bill because 
President Roosevelt desired it have 
betrayed the south "more truly 
than did any scalawag of the dark- 
est days of reconstruction. And it 
will be poor consolation to drive 
them from public life after the 
damage has become irreparable." 


The greatest objection in the 


north to this bill is that it gives 
to a bureau or commission an- 
swerable only to the president the 
power to prevent manufactured 
goods under its ban to move in in- 
terstate 
commerce 
within 
the 


United States. The effect of the 
general use of this power can 
readily be foreseen. Industry will 
be placed at the mercy of bureau- 


WAR REPORTS. 


Tuesday's reports on the Span- 


ish civil war situation came from 
a correspondent who is with the 
insurgent forces, so that day's pic- 
ture seems to have been painted 
for insurgent consumption alone. 
The Tuesday dispatch tells how

how all connections between Ma- 
drid and Valencia, 
except one, 


have been cut off, how the de- 
fenders cannot possibly stave oft 
defeat much longer.

the war is about over, that Gen. 
Franco will soon have command of 
Spain, that peace will be re-estab- 
lished after a blood purge that 
will account for the leaders of the 
male loyalists, and that Germany 
and Italy will dominate 
Spain 


henceforward.

By balancing one report against 


another, a rather accurate picture 
of the situation Is available to the 


entirely. Ultimate victory 
does 


not constitute proof of earlier ex- 
travagant claims. 


SOVIET JITTERS. 


One of the results or the fre- 


quent purges in which Dictator 
Stalin has indulged in order to 
make and keep Russia safe for 
Stalin has been to give executives 
of all sizes and kinds the "jitters." 
These blood purges, designed to 
put a stop to sabotage in some in- 
stances, to throw 
executives, and in 


a scare into 
still another 


case, designed to keep the military 
force in line, may have had the de- 
sired result. Stalin has been un- 
successful in halting their effects 
when results were obtained, how- 
ever. 
The fear of another purge 


hangs over the heads of all in 
Russia and it has many industrial 
executives so nervous that they 
cannot do their work. 
Others are 


so busy passing responsibility on 
to 
others, 
for 
fear 
of 
being 


trapped, that they do not have 
time for actual productive labor. 


The fact that 120 secret police 


were recently decorated does not 
ease the tension. 
Everyone In a 


responsible position realizes that 
one of these 120 may be more 
zealous in his work of searching 
out persons guilty of sabotage or 
of slowing up industrial progress, 
or what is much worse, of course, 
the work of pinning the guilt for 
some act of sabotage on a person 
who may not be responsible. 


All in all the work of the 


purges is going on and on. The 
fact that this condition exists has 
even been recognized by Kremlin 
officials. 
Reports from Moscow 


indicate that the Kremlin is trying 
hard to reassure honest hard work- 
ing executives and engineers that 
they are in no danger. 


Jitters On a wide scale such as 


the epidemic now rife in Russia 
has a serious effect on industry, es- 
pecially when Industry is In an 
infant stage and has only been 
pushed by sheer strength and with 
infinite awkwardness. 


FOOTNOTES. 


In no other liberal country in 


the world is the future of democ- 
racy more threatened than in the 
United 
States, Raymond 
Leslie 


Buell, president of the Foreign 
Policy association, told the Ameri- 
can youth congress, at Milwaukee. 
The first reason for this condition 
is the failure to establish indus- 
trial peace. The uncompromising 
opposition of a number of employ- 
ers to collective bargaining has 
been accompanied by illegal acts 
on the part of certain workers, 
creating a serious situation. If the 
Roosevelt administration wishes to 
safeguard the democratic process, 
it must secure the acceptance of 
the dual principles of collective 
bargaining and collective respon- 
sibility. Second, democracy can 
survive in this country only if 
democratic 
institutions 
a r e 


strengthened and a genuinely na- 
tional view developed. President 
Roosevelt has achieved many com- 
mendable results; but so far he 
has failed to strengthen the insti- 
tutional processes necessary to the 
maintenance of democracy. 


Even Hitler and Mussolini con- 


sult the best technical experts be- 
fore formulating economic policy. 
But the American public is sud- 
denly confronted with the most 
complicated 
proposals, 
without 


any assurance that they have been 
examined by specialists or that 
they will be thoroly discussed in 
public debate. 
America today Is 


governed largely by a combination 
ot 
personal rule and 
pressure 


groups, which is the antithesis of 
real democratic government. Any 
program for government reorgani- 
zation should strengthen the legis- 
lative as well as the executive 
branch of the government. Con- 
gress would do well to consider 
the creation ot a research and 
drafting bureau for the purpose 
of providing any congressman with 
expert assistance upon any sub- 
ject. It should also establish com- 
missions to study the working of 
new economic experiments. 


Finally, present economic trends 


threaten our democratic institu- 
tions. Some spokesmen inform us 
that technological unemployment 
is permanent and that the govern- 
ment must support a large part 
of the population upon permanent 
subsidies. While government must 
assume responsibility for the un- 
employed, its major work should 
be to create a free economic sys- 
tem open to every American upon 
the basis of merit. The political 
judgments necessary for the func- 
tioning of democracy cannot be 
made by people who are perma- 
nent wards of the state. 


Government 
intervention 
is 


thoroly justified for the purpose 
of-removing1 the rigidities in mo<l- 
01 n capitalism; but unfortunately, 
mjiny forma of recent government 
intervention 
in 
this 
and other 


countries have merely imposed 
new rigidities. Our coal and sugar 
policy, a faulty tax structure, va- 
rious other measures to destroy 
the efficiency of large scale pro- 
duction 
and 
subsidize 
marginal 


producers are 
examples of 
the 


present tendency to impair the 
production of wealth. 


Liberals often forget that before 


wealth can be given away it must 
be created.

permits calling for building im- 
provements to cost §159,580 were 
issued from the office of the city 
engineer, a $35,000 gain over July 
a year ago when the total was 
£124,687. 
The picture is not complete, how- 
ever, without 
referring 
to 
the 
grand total for 7 months of 1937 
as compared with a like period of 
1936. 
The figures for the current 


year, with five months yet to be 
recorded, show issuance of 919 per- 
mits calling for 
$1,105,879 
as 


against $651,609 for the same 
months last year. 
The 1936 all 
year total was $1,056,446, first 
million dollar year since 1931. 
There's a possibility that 1937 will 
spread to two million. 


The record for the month just 
ended discloses a total of $116,368 
for residential betterments* $38,299 
for busines structures and im- 
provements and $4,913 for acces- 
sories with $118.50 paid in fees. 
The month's record was particu- 
larly impressive from a residential 
viewpoint. 
Sixteen new homes, 


costing $4,000 or more each, were 
ordered, one to cost $20,000, one 
listed at $7,500 and several at 
$5,000 and more. Also included in 
the business of the month was a 
$9,000 apartment and a 59,500 sub- 
urban store.

COUNTIES NOT TAXED 


FOR CARE OF INSANE 


State Board of Control Gets 


Opinion on Matter From 


Attorney General. 


Nebraska 
counties 
received 


word of a decrease in their state 
levy when the state board of con- 
trol 
mailed 
letters 
informing 


county boards they will not have 
to make a 1937 levy to cover costs 
of caring for their indigent insane 
patients in state hospitals. 


The board of control informed 


the county boards, matiy of them 
on the 
eve of making county 


levies, the attorney general had 
given an opinion that the indigent 
insane levy to be made can only 
include the amount which should 
have been certified to the auditor 
on June 1. This would be for a 
half month period only, since the 
bill 
legalizing 
the ' levy, which 


passed with the emergency clause 
attached, 
became 
effective 
on 


May 15. 


- "It will be impossible for 
the 


institutions to furnish the certifi- 
cation for this period between May 
15 and June 1 at this late date, 
and for this reason no levy should 
be made covering the cost of keep- 
ing the insane people at this time," 
the letter said. "In line with the 
attorney general's opinion, the su- 
perintendents of the hospitals will 
certify amounts due from the sev- 
eral hospitals on June, Sept., Dec., 
March and Ju^ne, so that one year 
from now when the levy is made 
you will have the amount required 
to be levied for the actual number 
of patients and the time the pa- 
tients have spent in the hospital." 


Change Levy Plans. 
Previously the state board of 


control felt the best manner in 
which to estimate a levy for the 
indigent insane was to base it upon 
the county's bill for 1936. 


This led to at least one protest 


from Keya Paha County Clerk 
Jackson of Springview, who said 
there was no authority for basing 
a levy on the 1936 estimate. 
State Tax Commissioner Smith 


enclosed a letter to the clerks 
also, in which he said: 
"Some 


counties have indicated a disposi- 
tion to make a levy covering only 
the fraction of the year referred 
to by the attorney general's office, 
while others have indicated a dis- 
position to make a levy covering 
the entire year."

with indignation as Japan rejected 
a "determined" Russian protest 
against the raid on the Russian 
consulate during the fighting be- 
tween Chinese and Japanese for 
possession of the city. 
Japanese 
Infantry, 
pressing 
southward 
from Tientsin, came 


close to the line of northward mov- 
ing central Chinese 
government 
troops. 


At Tehchow, on the border of 
Hopeh and Shantung provinces to 
the south, Japanese warplanes 
bombed a vanguard of the advanc- 
ing Chinese armies. The Japanese 
march, however, was almost unre- 
sisted. 
It followed the Tientsin-Pukow 


railroad, about 15 miles south of 
Tientsin, the same route the cen- 
tral Chinese government forces 
were said to be taking north. The 
head of the Chinese column was 
reported to have reached south- 
ern Hopeh province. 
The Japanese 
ambassador to 


Moscow, Mamoru Shigemitsu, told 
the Russian foreign office that his 
government could not comply with 
the Russian demands that the raid- 
ers be punished, property seized by 
them returned and compensation 
paid for the damages. 


The soviet charged the attack 
was made by White Russians, who 
are opposed to the soviet regime, 
and was organized by the Japa- 
nese intelligence service, 
SHANGHAI. (UP). The central

news 
agency reported 


from Nanking that the Chinese 
had brought down 
a 
Japanese 


plane north of Lluiho, killing i^S 
two occupants. It also reported

County Clerk Morgan said that 
it looked to him as if a levy is to 
be required for 1937, in 1938 it 
would be necessary to cover two 
years or the tax would always be 
a year behind. The attempt of the 
state to throw upon the individual 
counties the cost of carrying for 
the insane has had a rough road. 
The first attempt to collect from 
the counties met with failure and 
Lancaster county could not pay its 
bill. The legislature provided that 
the counties had to pay but made 
no provision for an increase In 
the county levy and the county 
was then up to the legal levy.

Va cups all purpose i teaspoon vanilla, 
flour. 
vi teaspoon salt. 


Melt the butter and chocolate. Beat one 


eggf using- a rotary egg beater, and blend in 
the sugar. 
Sift flour once before measuring. 


Then mix and sift the flour, soda and salt. 
Add these to the egg and sugar, alternately 
with the milk. Then add vanilla, melted but- 
ter and chocolate." Beat this mixture thoroly 
with a rotary egg beater. This mixture makes 
a thin cake batter. Pour into a greased and 
floured loaf pan. 
Bake 25 to 30 minutes in

a 350 degree moderate oven.

WITH SCHOOL, over and college 


owt, there IB more interest at the 
moment In gardens, golf, fishing 
and traveling than In education. 
This applies to parents as well as 
children. Nevertheless, I have just 
heard of a college, a woman's col- 
lege, that is putting into practice

In 
other words, would the average 
girl's curiosity as to the origin of 
matter (or any other chosen sub- 
ject) be strong enough and con- 
stant enough to force her to study 
difficult and distasteful subjects!? 


The college authorities say that 


they have found that the average 
student can be led, through his 
main interest, into acquiring a 
sound education. There are, they 
admit, a few who will give up. But 
they say they don't want such stu- 
dents in their college anyway. 


Maybe they're right. What do

batch of recipes, non« of them re- 
lated, except in their essential 
goodness and their ability to fit into 
the average home menu or to pro- 
vide that "extra touch". 


Juat to be different, we'll lead off 


with a frozen dessert and work 
back to chicken, or something like 
that. Frozen orange-peanut cream 
is just about our favorite frozen 
recipe, and we feel very angelic in 
parting with it. Cover one cup or* 
ange sections with one-half cup 
sugar and stir until sugar dissolves. 
Place in freezing tray of automatic 
refrigerator and allow to freeze to 
the consistency of mush. Whip one 
cup heavy cream and fold in a cup 
of peanut brittle, finely crushed. 
Remove the frozen oranges from 
refrigerator and fold into whipped 
cream mixture. Place in tray and 
freeze. 


Pineapple Cake 


Next we seek to entice you with 
a fluffy pineapple cake, another of 
our special specials! Half cup each 
butter and sugar, two egga, slightly 
beaten, two cups flour, three table- 
spoons baking powder, one-half tea* 
spoon salt, two-thirds cup sweet- 
ened condensed milk, one-half cup 
each pineapple juice and crushed 
pineapple and one-half teaspoon 
lemon extract. 
Cream together 


butter and sugar until light and 
fluffy. Add eggs, slightly beaten. 
Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder and salt and sift again. 
Blend together 
sweetenedv con- 


densed milk and pineapple juice and 
add alternately with dry ingredi- 
ents to butter mixture. Beat until 
smooth. 
Add crushed 
pineapple 


and lemon extract. Pour in but- 
tered pan (eight by eight by two 
Inches). 
Bake in moderate oven 


(350 F.) 60 minutes. Frost with a 
butter frosting. 


To make the frosting, you will 


need the following ingredients: Two 
tablespoons butter, one-quarter cup 
sweetened condensed milk, one and 
one-half cups confectioners' sugar 
and 
one-half 
teaspoon 
vanilla,. 


Cream butter and sweetened con- 
densed milk thoroughly. Add grad- 
ually the sifted confectioners' sug- 
ar and heat until the frosting is 
smooth, creamy and Jig-Jit in color. 
If desired, other flavors than va- 
nilla may be used, but we have 
found that vanilla seems to be the 
nicest for this particular spread. 


Mock-Chicken Dish 


Our chicken recipe is really a 


mock-chicken dish, but it is grand, 
just the same. Four tablespoons 
each of fat and flour, one-quarter 
teaspoon pepper, two and one-quar- 
ter cups milk, one can tuna flsh, one 
three-ounce package potato chips 
and one-half cup mushrooms will 
make this casserole dish. 
Make 


a white sauce of the first four in- 
gredients. Flake the tuna flsh, slice 
mushrooms and crush potato chips. 
Combine 
flsh, 
mushrooms 
and 


three-quarters*of the chips with the 
first mixture. 
Add salt if neces- 


sary. Pour into buttered casserole 
and sprinkle with crushed potato 
chips.

Many severe and often seri- 
ous burns result fiom such expo- 
sure. Destruction of the protective 
layer of the skin may take place 
from severe burning. I have seen 
persons afflicted with a serious sun- 
burn, who were obliged to have 
weeks of care in a hospital. 


Take Small Doses 


If you are anxious to obtain that 


desired coat of tan, remember to 
take your first doses of sunlight in 
small quantities. 
Only after the 
skin has become definitely tanned 
can the exposure be prolonged 
without danger of a burn. This ad- 
vice is especially directed to those 
who have extremely sensitive skin. 


Baby specialists point out that 


during the summer months it is im- 
portant to expose the infant to the 
direct rays of the sun. Here, too, 
precautions must be taken. 
For 


example, the child's eyes should be 
protected from the steady glare of 
sunshine. 
As it affects the adult, 


sudden and prolonged exposure of 
the baby to the sun may lead to 
severe and dangerous burns. 


Please be sensible, surely through 


the hot days of summer. Bear in 
mind that overexposure to the sun 
may result in heat stroke or sun 
stroke.

FOR DAIRY INDUSTRY 


Flack Says Income From 


Herds Will Be Better in 


Coming Months. 


M. L. Flack, extension dairyman 


at the Nebraska college of agricul- 
ture, added a "cheery" note to 
Nebraska's 1937 agriculture pic- 
ture when he said that income 
from dairy herds should be much 
better during the summer and fall 
of the year. Not only is a favor- 
able grain crop bringing dollars 
into farmers' pockets, but it is 
helping the dairy industry. 
With more favorable feed prices 


now that a good grain crop has 
been harvested and corn prospects 
remain reasonably good in Ne- 
braska, the dairy cow which has 
been in a rather "tough spot" dur- 
ing the past months will again 
pay her owner better returns on 
feed and labor. 
Flack's report 
coincided with 


the recent forecast made by the 
bureau of agricultural economics 
in the U, S. department of agri- 
culture 
which 
said ' indications 
point to a more favorable situation 
for dairy producers in 1937-38 than 
in the past year. The bureau 
pointed out £hat the seasonal peak 
in milk production is past and that 
butter 
prices 
have 
probably 


reached the seasonal low point for 
the year. Milk production on July 
1 was reported at about 4 percent 
leas than on June 1, but 3 percent 
more than on July 1, last year. 
The Nebraska 
dairyman 
also 
pointed out that Nebraska's dairy 
herds are 
considerably smaller 
than normal. 
In sections where 


the herds normally average 8 to 
10 cows, there are but 4 to 5 in 
the 
herds. 
Rebuilding 
of 
the 


herds, Flack says, will be a slow 
process 
because 
there are not 
many heifers on hand. 


A favorable trend, says the Ne- 
braskan, is the fact that the ratio 
of the price of butterfat, low 
in 
relation to feed grain prices in 
June, ia gradually improving now 
that feed prices are not quite so 
high. 
He also pointed out that 
the total production of principal 
manufactured dairy products is 
about the same now as it was a 
year earlier.
